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FUNDED DEBT, 

The funded debt was reduced, in 1888, #250,000, the regular contribution 
to the sinking fund of the first consolidated mortgage—one per cent, of 
$25,000,000. 

On July 1st, 1888, there became due $840,000 in eight per cent, bonds of 
the Kalamazoo, Allegan & Grand Rapids Railroad Company, whose line is 
leased to this company under a guaranty to payor renew the bonds mentioned. 
They were renewed for fifty years at five per cent., making an annual saving, 
in interest, of $25,200. 

The total funded debt is now $45,192,000, as stated in detail on page 16.

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A comparison of the gross earnings in 1888 with 1887 shows the following 
results: 

Decrease in freight earnings.-.7.32 percent.$918,749 

Increase in passenger earnings.3.43 per cent.. 159,494 

Increase in all other earnings.5.15 per cent. 77,919 

Net decrease in gross earnings.3.64 per cent.-.$681,336 

The decrease in freight earnings was caused chiefly by a lower average 
rate per ton per mile, being cent 0.6355 in 1888 as against cent 0.6700 in 
1887, resulting in a loss, in earnings, of $621,230. The balance of the 
decrease in freight earnings, $297,519, was caused by a slight (2.76 per cent.) 
falling oft’ in tonnage. 

The increase in earnings from passengers was caused by both a slight 
increase in the average rate of fare and in the passengers carried. 


OPERATING EXPENSES. 

The per cent, of operating expenses, including all taxes and improve¬ 
ments, was 62.73 in 1888 as against 58.95 in 1887. 

The reduction of grades on the Western and Air Line Divisions was 
completed. It was also commenced on the Sandusky Division. Between 
Chicago and Toledo, via Air Line, the maximum grade is now sixteen feet 
per mile, in both directions, except at Otis, Ind., wdiere ojie auxiliary locomo¬ 
tive now T enables all east-bound freight trains to ascend the grade. 

The double track was extended from Colehour to Whitings (Western 
Division) three miles. 
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The usual tabular statements, showing the details of the business of the 
year, and the condition of the Company at its close, are appended hereto.
